It proved extremely popular. and had.a 
Jong and successful.run because it was not only screamingly funny, but it was 
based on truth. That advertising pays is fully recognized by the big bust- 
uess-men of the world; in fact, ft is. because they recognized this truth that 
most of them dre today in the class of Big Business, and it is. through adver: 
tising that they retain ther position there. — This is something the men in 


the class ef “small” business should recognize, 


We have read of. the man who Yras once induced to place un advertise- 
ment in a paper and who was later approached to repeat the experiment, He 
emphatically. refused and when asked for his reason. declared that asa result 
of his advertisement he:had sold out his entire stock ef the article advertis- 
ed in one day and had been compelled to get an entirely new stock. | Then 
there is the story of the man who declaréd that advertising had ryined his 
business, and, when a friend remarked: ‘Why, I never knew you advertised,” 
he replied: “I didn't, but my competitor did.” These may. be jokes, but ae 
are crammed full of truth nevertheless. 

The power of publicity in business development and growth was re rite 
deseribed at a convention in New York. The production of the raisin indus- 
try in California was 140,000,000 pounds a year, A national advertising cam- 
paign was inaugurated asfd in four. years a full capacity of production “has 
been reached, namely, 326,000,000 pounds, a gain of considerably more than 
the original total productien. Land for raisin growing which formerly sold 
for $150 to $300 an acre, ha¥ increased to $750 to $1,250 an acre. 

Ww hy is it that the people of the United States in 1922 “spent $100,000,000 
for. chewing gum, $63,000,000 for cosmetics, $145,000,000 for scented toflet 
soaps, $150,000,000 for hair nets, and $800,000,000 on ‘patent medicines? Large 
ly because the big business mén who produce these articles are among the 
greatest advertisers in the world, so much so that it well nigh impossible to 
pick up a newspaper or magazine without having thése articles forced on ‘your 
attention. 

Some years ago the Writer-of this artiele had ‘a conversation with the 
manufactuper of wliat is probably Canada's best known patent” medicine; and 
out of the sale of which + had amassed millions. “This manufacturer stated. 
that out of every, packagéhe sold he set aside one-hali of the money recety- 
ed as an adyertising appropriation to encourage further sales. In the year 
in question he spent one and a quarter million dollars in advertisitg. Asked 
wliy, with his mediciné so well-known, he did not lop off say the quarter mil- 
lion-and add it to hig profits, he emphatically stated that, on the contrary, 
hé would spend even more. 

It is sometimes argued by the man in sniall business that while advertis- 
ing is all right for Big Business itis a waste of money on phe part of a small 
business... That is just wliere small busTiess Makes its mistake. Advertis- 


jage who ‘does not advertise, not spasmodically. but persistently and intelll- 
gentiy, and in-the-best way to reach liis own circle of possible purchasers, 
namely, through-iis local paper, is neglecting a great opportunity and leaving 
the door wide open for his greatest competitor, the mail order house, to cap- 
ture business which rightfully he should enjoy. 

Anotiie istake made by many a man fu the small business class is that 
in times Bisinons depression, when it becomes necesasry to retrench, he 
cuts off or reduces ‘his advertising, thinking thereby to reduce expenditures. 
He does reduce expenditures, but to an even greater extent he reduces the 
yolume of his business upon- which depends his ability to meet all those ex- 
penses he cannot reduce, “Big, Business” does not do this; on the contrary, 
ft increuses Jia advertising, possibly reduces prices slightly and goes after in- 
creased yolume and the largest possible turnover, thereby making more money 
through increased sales although at a smaller margin of profit on each sale. 

 -DéSpite “hard times” the pulp-end—paper business has expanded enpr- 
mously-and newsprint consumption continues high, the reason ‘being that even 
in the warst periods of industrial depression newspaper agvertising has con- 
tinued at high levels. During “bard times” the merchant, big or small, who 
merely waits for business’ to come to him, instead of going afler it, is the one 
least likely ta successfully weather the storm. (Saee

Feeding Cattle Over Winter. 


Would Prove Of Benefit To 


‘All live authorities and observ 
f westeM livestock conditions are 
of She opinion in regard to the bene- 
fits that would accrue to the whole 
industry if more cattle were fed over 
winter and marketed fat in the spring 
fnsiéad of being dumped as stockers 
fn the fall. -Previous press articles 
from Brandon Experimental Farm | 
have dealt with the methods of feed- 
ing, choice of cattle for feeding and} 
other points in regard to the business. 
It is the purpose of this article to. in- 
dicate, at least partly, wliat groups of 
farmers might undertake’ this type of 
stock production with the best pros- 
pect of making it profitable. It is 
obvious, for instance, that the dairy- 
man who uses all his winter feed for} 
milk production and carrying over his 
young dairy stock cannot add to his 
herd for beef-making. Neither can 
the fully stocked purebred breeder, ! 
nor the wheat-erower who raises bare- 
ly enough fed for his horses. 

There are, however, many of our 
wheat-growers who are looking to a 
development of more mixed. farming. |
